NOTE: The recitation "said anode and cathode have a unifrom thickness throughout raise" raises a new matter issue 
because the added claim limitation is not supported by the original discloure. 

The recitation "plate shaped" would require a further search and therefore is deemed to raise a new issue. Suga et al disclose an interior 
surface of a box shaped structure coated with metal which serves as the anode or cathode. This intehr surface can be construed as plate 
shaped. Further, because the transitional phrase "comprising" has been interpreted as open-ended, the scope of the claimed is not 
limited to the recited limitations and would encompass other features such as the framework. 
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
